Gill University. Î60, to bo expended on 
books for the Semitic Department, and 
on Jewish literature and history. 

From Prof. F. F. Walton (late Dean 
of the Faculty of Law), "The Digest, of 
Justinian," in two folio volumes, hound 
in white pigskin, the fine Florentine 
edition of 1553. 

From Mr. Francis .McLennan, 117 
volumes. 

From Mr. Cleveland Morgan, 5 very 
interesting Babylonian tablets dating 
from about 2400 to 574 B.C.; and a 
Case tablet in perfect condition of the 
year B.C. 2331. 

in connection with the School of 
Commerce it. was Intimated that ar- 
rangements had been made for a pub- 
lic address on "The Organization of 
Business," to be delivered towards the 
end of the month by Mr. Walter H 
Cottingham, president of the Shcrwin- 
W illiams Paint Company.

resolved that it would recommend the 
faculties to support In every way pos- 
sible the work of the committee on 
military studies so as to give all stu 
dents an opportunity for military

The Only College Dally In Canada, 
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More Smokers? 

The Freshmen in Science last night entertained the Sopho- 
mori'S at a Smoker. As each year goes by this function proves 
over and over again the wisdom of those who did away with the 
formal rush and instituted a social evening where the years could 
mingle and, over their pipes and cigarettes, make each other's 
acquaintance. 

It is a change from the old idea, in vogue during the earlier 
years of the life of the college, that it was necessary to exchange 
blows, resulting often in serious accidents. This scrap has not 
been altogether abolished. Sport's Day always has its accom- 
panying fracas. The latter is fought out, however, in a different 
spirit and contestants have mingled and have become more or 
less in sympathy with one another. They are students pursuing 
similar aims. The rush becomes play instead of a free-for-all fight. 

The Smoker has established itself as a permanent fixture 
in the college life- It will lie for the better when there arc more 
of these functions. They are essential to the maintenance of a 
close fellowship which will result in an interchange of advice and 
ideas tending to strengthen, and develop the student. They are 
an all-important adjunct of college training. 



The C.O.T.C. Situation 

Yesterday afternoon there was a meeting of the class presi- 
dents and the senior officers of the C. 0. T. C, at which the pres- 
ent condition of affairs as regards the recruiting amongst the stu- 
.dents for the Officers Training Corps, was discussed. 

While nothing definite was arrived at, a very great many stu- 
dents will be gratified by the movement which is being made to- 
wards cutting down the demands made on the time of those who 
join the Battalion. 

With few exceptions, all the men at college this year are here 
to continue their study at McGill, because for some reason or other 
they have not been able to go to the front. The war has added a 
touch of seriousness and thoughtfulness to the most shallow char- 
acter, and college men arc not usually to be placed in that cate- 
gory ; so that it is to be supposed that the decision to attend classes 
has only been arrived at after due consideration by the students. 

On the other hand, however, it must not be thought that the 
general body of the undergraduates, are totally averse to giving up 
time to fit themselves for the most critical contingency. If the 
talk of the college is to be taken as any indication, the only thing 
which has acted as a check to recruiting for training, has been 
the call which is to be made on the time of the students. 

If the men are going overseas, they will join the city regular 
regiments and go. But they are not going to spoil their courses 
by giving up time which need not be so liberally demanded- In all 
probability the state of efficiency which will be reached by the 
Battalion will not be appreciably higher than that under a less ex- 
acting programme. 

So that it is not too much to say that the answer to the re- 
cruiting appeals will be considerably improved if the two nights a 
week and alternate Saturday afternoons, are changed to something 
slightly less distracting. 

As an afterword, though, if the students do not respond very 
much more willingly to the call of the Battalion, when or supposing 
that a change is made in the time, it will be a disgraceful pass for 
McGill to have reached. The, remoteness of this possibility, how- 
ever, deserves little less than the name of afterword. 



Of the characteristics of the college 
man to-day, the one which is perhaps 
the most distinctly marked i.s the abll- 
Ity and habit of "kidding." a practice 
redeemed to a great extent by the 
training which the college man re- 
ceives in learning to give back as good 
as he receives. A man who has spent 
four years in an American institution 
of higher education is usually pre- 
pared for practical jokes of every 
known species, and for " kidding," 
clever, asinine, subtle or painfully ob- 
vious. He is about as easily ruffled by 
a jest as a hippopotamus is put to 
flight with an airguu. 

The college man is an intellectual 
silk-worm. About- his real self, by a 
process of years, he has woven a 
thread of manner, of joke and jest, so 
long and deep that it is seldom that 
his real friends penetrate to the man 
within. His heart Is anywhere but on 
his sleeve. And few would have it 
otherwise. 

Dut, growing out of 'such an attitude 
towards the men with whom ho conies 
daily in contact, the college man has 
reached an extreme. So long have his 
daily conversations and chats at tho 
dinner table or in his study been mere 
"kidding matches," that in many cases 
he has lost his power to talk logically, 
consistently, upon a topic of any na- 
ture more serious than the Chicago 
game or the Varsity's chances against 
r-enn. And, if perchanco'he has that 
power, he is afraid to use it, knowing 
well that the opening of any serious 
topic means that it is the recipient of 
a choice and Rssorted collection of wit. 

Enter the House Baboon. 

Picture a group of men in a frater- 
nity or boarding house engaged in 
talking over a matter of any import- 
ance. The conversation is becoming 
Interesting and logical. The men are 



intellectually on edge. Of a sudden a 
rustling sound is heard. The hotiFO 
baboon, scenting his opportunity, ut- 
ters his racial noise and swings nim- 
bly into the conversation. Immediate- 
ly scriou&ness is ai an end. The rest 
of the group, from force of habit, join 
in with that species of comment that 
can only be described as "clever." The 
subject is forgotten. 

Undoubtedly this results from one 
or two men, college simians whose ca- 
pacity for "cleverness" is greater than 
that of the undergraduates with whom 
they come in contact, and who cannot 
allow an opportunity for the exercise 
of this faculty to go by unheeded. 
They have a melancholy reward. Ever, 
their most serious remarks are io be 
taken as a joke, it is impossible to 
look upon them seriously. The humor 
of the olU circus conversation has Us 
touch of pathos. "Why did Jones be- 
come a clown?" asks the tatooed mail. 
"In college he was always tho life of 
the party," answers the bearded 
woman. 

Such a situation which tends to- 
wards the discouragement of any seri- 
ous discussion among undergraduates 
is no small contributor to that intel- 
lectual slovenliness which educators 
declare to be perhaps the paramount 
problem in American universities. The 
average untiergraduaie reads what ? 
His text-book on occasions, the Satur- 
day Evening Post always, and some of 
the monthly magazines. The remain- 
der of his reading course usually re- 
tails at Î1.0S per volume. 

No one -would ask that the dinner 
meeting of students should resemble ] 
an undertaker's convention. Rut onco 
In a while a serious thought outside of ' 
the class room would not be amiss; a 
little wit could he well exchanged for 
a bit of real Intellect.— Cornell Sun.

The Centenary Peace Medals 



New York, Oct. 13.— It is announced 
by the American peace centenary com- 
mittee, through the chairman of itsh 
executive committee. John A. Stewart, 
that the official memorial medal of the 
century of peace, decided upon by the 
committee of medals, has been struck 
off In sample and that sliver and 
bronze copies of the medal will be 
struck off shortly by the United States 
mint for public distribution. 

The medals, which in design and 
wording signify the hundred years of 
peace between English-speaking peo- 
ples since the treaty of Ghent in 1814, 
are to be sold to the membership of the 
organization represented in the peace 
centenary committee and the public, 
and in order that they shall have value 
tho tlie will be. destroyed after a num- 
ber of medals have been struck off 
equal to the members of the commit- 
tee. 

Continuing, the official announce- 
ment says: "Later, a copy of this 
medal, In gold, will be presented by 



the committee to the President of the 
United States, to the King of Great 
Britain, to the Premier of Cannda, to 
tho Premier of Australia, to the chair- 
man of the Belgian committee at Ghent 
and to a number of others Identified 
with Ihe ctentenary movement. 

"The silver and bronze, copies are to 
he struck off for distribution at small I 
cost. The proceeds from the sale, j 
above the. cost of production, will be 
used to meet part of the expense of! 
casting a statue of Abraham Lincoln, 
which, when the celebration Is held | 
after the close of the war, will be pre- 
sented fo the people of the British Em- 
pire and placed on a pedestal opposite 
Westminster Abbey and the Parlia- 
ment Buildings in London, and also 
that of preparing bronze effigies for 
the Parkman memorial which is to he 
presented to tho people of Canada and 
placed on a conspicuous site in the 
grounds of tho Parliament Buildings 
at Ottawa." 



American-Indian Folk Songs 



Before the Home Club of tho United 
States Department of the Interior, 
-Miss Natalie Curtis recently delivered 
an address on "Polk Song and the 
American Indian," in which she said: 

" tn our dealings with the Indians, 
there have been In late years marked 
improvements which heartllv de.-erve 
the thanks of the American people : 
but I know of no reform more popular 
with public opinion at large than the 
expressed desire of tho present secre- 
tary of the interior to encourage na- 
tive art. Our best known American 
epic poem, translated into nearly every 



European tonguo and taught in public 
schools abroad as well as here, Is 
'Hiawatha' ;-and yet tne legend which 
underlies the poem is only one of the' 
many hundreds of Indian epics. 
Should we not plead for a more gen- 
erous recognition of the Indian and of 
what he has to contribute to the civil- 
ization that absorbs him? If we have 
in this country native poems worthy 
of the touch of a Lon^fdlow, surely 
the simple Ojlbway people who con- 
ceived that poetry are entitled to our 
Interest." 



Abandon Porto Rico Expedition 



During the early part of last sum 
mer, a delegation of scientists under 
the supervision of Professor Alfred G. 
Mayer, of Princeton, went to Porto 
Rico with the intention of establish- 
ing on the southwest shore a labora- 
tory for the purpose of zoological 
research. The expedition was under 
the direct auspices of the Carnegie 
Institute of Washington. When tho 
party attempted to locate a coral reef 
upon which they might carry on their 
investigations it wan found that the 
coast was bo soft and muddy that It 



was entirely unsuitable for the kind 
of study they desired to make. Pro- 
fessor E. G. Conklin, of Princeton, who 
was a member of the expedition, had ! 
an opportunity of doing some personal 
research work, but aside from this the: 
expedition was not productive of the 
anticipated results. After the conclu- 
sion of the present European war, an-' 
other effort will be made to set up a 
laboratory on some South Sea Island 
coast, which will enable the scientists 
to proceed with their experiments un- 
der the most favorable conditions.

TORONTO MEN KEEN 



The opening exercises of the Con- 
gregational College were held In Em- 
manuel Church last night. There was 
a large congregation present On the 
platform were: Rev. Dr. Warriner, 
acting-principal of the college, Prin- 
cipal Rexford, of the Diocesan College, 
Dr. Fraser, acting principal of Pres- 
byterian College, Revs. H. Pedley, T. 
W. Davidson, H. J. Kllbourne, E. M. 
Hill; Messrs. W. Bilks, Chas. Gurd. 
J. Dougall, A. Murphy, Huntley Duff 
and Judge Leet. 

The devotional exercises were con- 
ducted by Dr. Pedley. 

Dr. Warriner as acting principal 
gave a brief report. He remarked on 
the losses tho college staff had suf- 
fered in tho resignation of Dr. Hill 
from the prlnclpalship after fourteen 
years of service; the departure of Dr. 
Cook and the death of Dr. Scrlmger. 
He dwelt feelingly on the ability and 
Christian character of the late prin- 
cipal of the Presbyterian College 
whose services will be greatly missed. 
The losses had tested the co-operative 
scheme and had shown Its value. 
There were also losses among the stu- 
dents as a number of them were ab- 
sent on active service for their King 
and country. There were In all some 
forty-five students of the co-operating 
colleges serving with the overseas 
army. 

Tho speaker of the evening was the 
Rev. J. S. Woodsworth, Secretary of 
the Canadian Welfare League, Winni- 
peg. He spoke on the "Training of 
Leaders for Social Service." Mr. 
Woodsworth is a specialist In social 
service and the author of "Strangers 
Within Our Gates," the only volume 
of its kind that has been published in 
Canada. There had been, he said, two 
developments during the last few- 
years. In theology a revelation of 
the coming of the Kingdom of God on 
earth. This truth of Christianity had 
become obscured, it had been spirit- 
ualized away. He. had once seen a 
motto, which although nt first it 
shocked him, the more he thought 
about it the more it gripped him "Thy 
kingdom come as in Heaven so in 
Montreal." He changed the last, word 
hut it was true that every time we 
prayed the Lord's Prayer we definite- 
ly committed ourselves to disinterest- 
ed service. In the scientific world we 
had become accustomed to the appli- 
cation of laws. He traced effects to 
causes. These laws were being ap- 
plied to the social maladjustments 
and It wns felt that some age-long 
social evils could he cured. Social 
workers, for example, were dealing 
with tlje causes of poverty and had 
adopted the slogan, "Poverty can be 
abolished." It was another glad new- 
gospel of to-day. 

Social problems of to-day were over- 
whelming. The social gospel destroy- 
ed Individualism in Industry and so- 
cialized it. Someone said the last 
generation made the world a neighbor- 
hood, this generation must, make it a 
brotherhood. We never had so many 
neighbors as to-day and there never 
was such a chance of living out the 
teachings of Christ. 

To-day there was a great demand of 
social engineers to deal scientifically 
with the social problems. These prob- 
lems can't be solved by putting class 
against class, nor by soapbox oratory 
nor Indifference. We need social en- 
gineers to tunnel through tho moun- 
tains of difficulty, tap the springs of 
brotherhood and make the rough 
places plain and prepare a highway 
for the Lord. The church must be a 
factor In the solution. Every theologi- 
cal student should be trained to do 
social work, to have a wider vision of 
his mission and go out to serve a larg- 
er community than that represented 
by an individual church. We were liv- 
ing In a new age which was teaching 
us new duties. We must meet its de- 
nanns and use its opportunities. 

Dr. Warriner tendered a vote of 
thanks to the speaker and the meet- 
ing closd with the singing of the Na- 
tional Anthem.

Eighteen men out of the Second Uni- 
versities Company which is now in 
France obtained commissions in other 
regiments prior to the departure of 
that unit for foreign service. The of- 
ficers' training course that these men 
attended at Shorncliffe had in all D5 
members candidates for commissions ; 
yet in spite of this large number of 
competitors the first and second places 
in the results were won by Second 
Company men. 

The Princess Patricia's Canadian 
Light Infantry is no longer an indi- 
vidual unit, but is now part of the 
Canadian Expeditionary Force. It 
forms part of the SOth Brigade and the 
27th Division. 

Captain George McDonald, who went 
over to England in charge of the Sec- 
ond Universities Company, but was 
left at Shorncliffe when that company 
went to France, is now in command of 
the third contingent of Universities 
men, with which he will most prob- 
ably go to the front. The lieutenants 
under him in this company are Lieut 
Lyle, commanding No. 1 Platoon ;

Less Than 100 Students Have 
Enlisted in Students' Battalion 
So Far This Session. 



Representatives of a number of col- 
lege organizations, classes and years 
met in conference with Major A A. 
Magee, Captain P. F. Sise and Lieut. J. 
C. Simpson, of the C.O.T.C. at head- 
quarters yesterday aftornoon, and

He 
would be always Interested to hear of 
their work at the front. 

On the call of His Royal Highness, 
hearty clieera were given for the 
King, while cheers were also given 
on the call of Lieut. -Col. Bcauchamp 
for the Governor-General.

Sept. 30, 1915. 

Dear : 

We have been very busy for the last 
two weeks, and expect to be for two 
weeks or so more, so I am going to 
write you a very few lines this time. 
We are shooting on the ranges every 
day, and arc enjoying the work very 
much. I shot a number of the prac- 
tices up to G00 yards last week, and 
this week am in charge of a marching 
party. They have quite an elaborate 
system of marching, and I have about 
all the work I want, these days. Billy 
Keir and Erie Ford are both making a 
good showing, and figure among the 
best shots in the regiments. 

We are still dwelling in tents, and 
I tell you, If I get through this war, 
nobody will ever trick mo into taking 
up my abode under canvas again. We 
have had great weather for three 
weeks or so, but two nights ago It be- 
gan to rain, and our old tent, which is 
badly worn, was leaking at almost 
every seam. Now, it's some job for 
twelve people to keep themselves and 
all their effects dry under clrcum 
stances like this. Yesterday was a 
dull day, and last night our blankets 
were still wet, so we slept with our 
clothes on. We are moving'to another 
camp to-morrow, where it is said we 
are to have, new tents, so life will be 
better so. It's pretty cold these morn- 
ings at 5.30 a.m., but we are getting 
used to getting up early in the morn- 
ing. I believe it was reported and be- 
lieved over there that we were getting 
our horses again. Nothing, however, 
has materialized yet in the way of live 
slock, except some horses for trans- 
port. By tho way, that statement re 
the live stock is not literally correct, 
Quito a goodly number of the fellows, 
Including some in this tent, are pas- 
turing varying numbers of animals, for 
which they are drawing no govern- 
ment allowance. Our tent— that 13, 
the inhabitants with their effects — 
were sent to the sheds and offices ot 
the -Society for the Prevention ot 
Crueity to Animals some weeks a.<o, 
and there put in hot water and disin- 
fected. It is a very common occur- 
rence to see a tent being moved in an 
express waggon to the same destina- 
tion. 

Well, to come to something sensible, 
we are getting along pretty well here, 
but I don't think anybody will be sorry 
to get across to France, although we 
may find conditions a lot tougher than 
they have been here. I am almost per- 
suaded that we are to be taken over to 
France in a few weeks, although there 
are so many rumors that one cannot 
accept, anything as final. 

Now, I want you to do me a favor 
by sending me the McGill Daily as 
often as you can. If you can get them 
for four or five days and send them in 
one bundle, it will do first-class.

VERY FEW NEW RECRUITS 



Students Have Not Yet Come

The faculty of Indiana University is 
making investigations pending the 
adoption of the system as it is at the 
University of Illinois with federal su- 
pervision. How soon the plan will be 
definitely put Into practice is not 
stated. 

At Yale graduates and undergradu- 
ates are planning the formation of a 
company of heavy field artillery as a 
part of the national plan for prepared- 
ness. The battery is to consist of 138 
men, and Major-Gen. Leonard Wood 
will detail instructors to drill the men. 

The Chicago Tribune recently said 
that military drill was a possibility at 
Northwestern University at an early 
date. 



Some two hundred and fifty odd men 
turned out last night on the camp for 
the first drill of the McGill Contin- 
gent O. T. C. The turnout was very 
disappointing and by the next drill it 
la hoped that more students will get 
busy and enroll. After the rolls had 
been called the men were divided up 
into squads according as they had had 
previous training or not, and soon tho 
campus was dotted with groups of men 
receiving instruction in drill of vari- 
ous grades. , 

About nine o'clock the Battalion fell 
in again and taking off their caps and 
belts and unloosening tunics they were 
soon busy with physical drill under 
the Instruction of Sergeant Smith. Af- 
ter the physical drill the men were al- 
lowed a few minutes to smoke and 
then they were divided up again into 
squads and given some moro drill. At 
ten o'clock tho men fell in again ana 
the Battalion marched down to the Old 
High School where they stacked their 
rifles. 

The next parade of the Battalion 
will be held next Tuesday evening at 
7.45, while those men who are taking 
the officers course will parade this af- 
ternoon at 5.15 in the Engineering 
Building when they will receive a lec- 
ture. Then again on Saturday the men 
taking the officers course will fall in 
on the campus at 2.45 after which 
they will march out into the country 
and be given some special work.

"UNNEUTRAL" MATTER 

BARRED FROM MAILS. 

Washington, Oct. 14.— Two forms of 
mall matter, said to havo been exten- 
sively used by persons desiring to In- 
dicate their sympathies In connection 
with the European war, were barred 
from the mails as unneutral on Mon- 
day by Postmaster-General Burleson 
The order follows: 

"Postmasters are directed to treat as 
non-mallabie, under section "12 of (ho 
Penal Code (section 4SI, postal laws 
and regulations), envelopes, postcards 
etc., bearing stickers containing tup 
words, or having printed thereon tho 
words, 'Goti Strafe England.' or a pic- 
ture of the German escutcheon with a 
red spot labelled 'Lusltania.' inscribed 
The blot that won't come off,' as be- 
ng not only unneutral, but calculated 
to reflect upon certain classes of per- 
sons. v 



Toronto, Oct. 14.— The Senate of 
Knox College, at its regular autumn 
meeting, ordered to be placed on re- 
cord a resolution repudiating the views 
ot Rev. Prof. G. L. Robinson, of Mc- 
Cormick Theological Seminary, Chi- 
cago, who, on the same day that he re- 
ceived the D.D. degree from the col- 
lege, stated in an interview that Great 
Britain was as much to blame as Ger- 
many for the war. His remarks were 
characterized as offensive, unjustifi- 
able and extremely discourteous. The 
question of rescinding the degree was 
not mooted.

Havre, France, Oct. 14.— A semi-of- 
ficial Belgian statement has been is- 
sued on the subject of a work pub- 
lished by Fritz Norden, a barrister, 
which again charges Belgium with 
having failed in her duty as a neutral, 
and repeats the accusation that the 
Belgian people treacherously atta-.kfd 
the German troops. 

The German press speaks of the 
book as written by a Brussels barris- 
ter, who has ir.joe himself th*. accuser 
of his own com.uymen. The Belgian 
official refutation declares Ida', this is 
a dellbeiale deception of the public, 
inasmuch as Noiden Is of Geiman na- 
tionality, and Is thoroughly German in 
his education and interests, and though 
he was admitted to the Bussels bar as 
an act of courtesy, he never acquired 
the title of Belgian citizen. , Norden is 
now paying for the welcome which 
was extended to him In Brussels by 
defaming the Belgian nation and gov- 
ernment

London, Oct 15.— The Cambridge 
Review says that 10,250 Cambridge 
University men have enlisted Fince the 
outbreak of the war. among whom nnn 
in seven already arc numbered among 
Lhe killed, wounded or missing. 



LIBRARIES FOR SOLDIERS. 

Florence, Italy, Oct. 15. — A Milanese 
society has been formed for tho pur- 
pose of providing portable libraries 
for the use of the wounded in the 
camp hospitals in the various war 
zones. One of these libraries hap al- 
ready been Instituted at Calalzo In the 
Cadore Alps, where it is doing good 
.v:\vice. 



Paris, France, Oct. 15. — The Temps 
publishes a letter from a Spaniard 
who quite recently visited Berlin on 
business. Having remarked on the 
scarcity of men to be seen In the Ger- 
man capital, he states that all articles 
of food are at a high price and that 
some necessaries are unprocurable. 
The taxi-cabs can only circulate with- 
in the city, for reasons of economy. 
In spite of the energy of the German 
there is a feeling of weariness among 
the people; nevertheless the Berllners 
accept every sacrifice imposed upon 
them with extraordinary abnegation, 
deluded as they are by the confidence 
which they have In the Kaiser and his 
generals. The news of the fall of 
Warsaw was received in Berlin while 
the Temps Informant was in that city, 
Some houses were decorated with 
flags for the occasion, he says, but 
there was none of that enthusiasm of 
which the German papers spoke. 
There was certainly groat satisfaction 
at the news, but in the army the e vent 
Is considered as a setback, for the 
German staff had hoped to cut off in 
the Warsaw fortress all. or a great 
part, of tho Hussion army. Not. only 
did this not occur, but the booty ar.d 
war material found bv the Germans in 
Warsaw were qu'te insignificant. Ger 
man officers now realize that a win 
ter on the Russian front is inevitable.

Young Airmen Go Through Severe Test 



Young men from all over Canada 
are qualifying themselves at the Cur- 
tiss Plying School at Long Branch, 
near Toronto, for service at the front, 
In either iiic naval or militai y flying 
corps. No less than 57 young Toronto 
men are taking the course. Upon 
qualifying and joining the army, they 
are reimbursed their tuition fees. The 
article' below, one of a scries, by a 
Toronto aviation student, is taken 
from the Toronto Star: 

The test day has come at last! This 
Is the day on which the student has 
had Ills eyes fixed for two or three 
months, the day on which he will have 
the opportunity of throwing the result 
of his training, and of passing the first 
milestone in his aviation career. 

Perhaps a week previous the pilot 
has called the class together for a 
little chat, and named the students 
whom he thinks are ready to try their 
test, atfd from then it Is Just a case of 
haviug some flights to "top off with." 

The tests are hold by the Aero Club 
of America, and they appoint one or 
more official observers. Having passed 
the test, the student receives a pilot's 
certificate from the club, and It Is hav- 
ing this that makes the student eli- 
gible for entrance either into the 
Royal Flying Corps (which is the mili- 
tary branch), or into the Royal Naval 
Air Service. The student has general- 
ly decided before commencing his 
course, into which branch he is going. 

Three Flight Tests. 

The test consists of three separate 
flights, each to be made with the stu- 
dent alone in the machine. The first 
flight is over a course laid out in the 
shape of a large figure 8. Prom the 
top to the bottom of the 8 Is about a 
mile and a quarter, so that, once 
around the course is about 4 miles. 
The course need not be this long, but. 
this length allows for wide turns, 
which are always safer. The Btudent 
has to go over Ibis course five times 
before descending, but on making his 
landing he must stop within 164 feet 
of a given mark. Having shut off the 
engine to come down, he may up to the 
lime of rirst touching the ground put 
on the power again, if he thinks his 
machine will not go far enough to get 
within tbe required distance of the 
mark. However, having once touched 
the ground, lie may not use power to 
reach the mark, but must let the ma- 
chine stop where its momentum wi.l 
take it. 

The second flight Is a repetition of 
the first one, principally in order to 
show that stopping within the pre- 
scribed distance of the mark was not 
a mere matter of luck. 

The Volplane Test. 

Tbe third flight is what is known as 
tbe glide. In it tbe student does not 
have to go over the figure 8 course, 
hut has merely to reach an altitude of 
at least ."28 feet, before shutting off 
bis engine, preparatory to making his 
landing. However, having once throt- 
tled down the engine, he must leave It 
that way. bol h before and after touch- 
ing the ground, but this time he does 
not have to bother about stopping near 
the mark. 

For the few hours preparatory to his 
turn, the student will most likely be 
somewhat excited, if not even a little 
nervous, at the prospect of going up 
for the first time all alone— although 
he Is absolutely confident In his ability 
lo get, along all right. . 

At last it is your turn: You gel 
away to a fairly good start, and arc 
seen in the air travelling over the pre- 



scribed course. You are not as nerv- 
ous now as you were on the ground, 
but you feel a something that you don't 
know how to describe. Then sudden- 
ly it dawns on you— the lack of com- 
radeship: Oil your previous trips >our 
pilot was al least with you, o/cn if you 
could not apeak to him, but now you 
feel your .oncllncssi This feeling is 
enhanced as you get higher, and more 
country comes within view — you feel 
how really small you and the machine 
are. Then perhaps you meet sonic 
trouble with the wind, and you feel for 
the first time that the whole responsi- 
bility is on you — if you do not over- 
come the puffy find, it will overcome 
you ; but this feeling gives place to 
confidence, as you find that, you can 
control the machine, even in spite of 
the air currents. 

Depends on Judgment. 

By this time you have completed the 
five figure eights, and manoeuvre to 
a good position for a landing. Look- 
ing to the ground you have to Judge 
your height, and keep far enough 
away from the mark before shutting 
off the engine, so as not to overshoot 
it. If you are up about five hundred 
feet, you would start to come down 
when about 1,000 yards away from the 
mark. As you come down, you may 
notice (hat a head wind is stopping 
you more than you allowed for, so on 
goes the engine again, for two or three 
seconds, Just to make up the differ- 
ence, and then you continue your way 
down. This time you may get a good 
landing, and stop within 75 feet of the 
mark, which Is considered ns doing 
quite well. 

On returning to the hangar, the ma- 
chine may need either water or gaso- 
line, so it gives you a little time in 
which to settle your nerves for the 
next flight. 

For your second trip you practically 
repeat the first, keeping as near as 
possible to the same course. Perhaps 
this time you realize how easy It Is to 
lose your way. On account of not be- 
ing able lo see very much directly be- 
low you, if you do not keep your mind 
on where you are and on your direc- 
tion, it is quite possible to get lost, 
until your eye catches some familiar 
object. In making your second land- 
ing you will perhaps touch the ground 
a little harder than yon expected, and 
bounce about ten feet into the air. 
Under those conditions it would not be 
safe to complete this landing, so you 
pull on the throttle, and go up into the 
air, going over the figure eight course 
once, and make another landing. This 
time your landing is a beauty, and you 
stop within forty feet of the mark. 

Heart Ion llBrd on Nerves. 

For your Ihird flight you just make 
one round of (he field in order to get 
sufficient altitude, and, shutting off 
the engine, come down for the landing. 
This time, as you do not have to land 
near the mark, you leave the engine 
on a little longer, since you are not al- 
lowed to put it on again once you shut 
It off; you have estimated your dis- 
tance correctly and make a fairly good 
landing. The observer comes over to 
congratulate you on passing the test 
successfully, and you run the machlnle 
back along the ground lo the hangar. 

Up to this point the excitement and 
your will power have kept you feeling 
fine, but now that it Is over the reac- 
tion sets in, and you feel as tired as 
though you bad done a big day's work. 

The student now reels that although 
he has passed the test successfully, he 
has still a great deal to learn : in fact, 
he realises how little he knows.
